WASHINGTON, D.C., Dec, 30 — A

It is feared that if the present ruth- 
less methods of cutting down the 
number of commuters are continued, 
together with uncertainty as to the 
effect of new immigration legisiation 
in the United States, there may result 
a further cutting down of population 
by perhaps two thousand workers who 
together with their families might re- 
present about five or six thousand

WHO Is ED ‘TITLED TO VOTE? 

Premier ihe is to put before the 
legislature of Manitoba a bill which would 
permit a plebiscif to be taken in that 
province on the proposal to compel every- | 
one who grows wheat to sell it through 
the Wheat Pool. Similar lecislation may 
be introduced in Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan, 


Apparently the right to vote at the 
plebiscite in Manitoba is to be limited to 
“aprarians”’; that is, to th who are at 
the present time engaved in farming. If 
that is a proper basis for taking the vote, 
why not restrict the privilege to those 
agrarians who are at present engaged in 
wheat-growing ? 


If the farmer who does not now grow 
wheat is entitled to vote, on the ground 
that he may some time grow wheat, the 
man who is not a farmer would seem to 


be also entitled to vote, on the ground 
that he may some time become a farmer. 

If compulsory Pools are formed they 
will inherit the liabilities and assets of 
the present Pools. And the guarantee 


which the provinces have given to the pre- 


sent Pools would be transferred to the 
new o! Further, as the provinces had 
to come to the rescue of the existing Pools 
t is a fair assumption that they might 
have to come to the rescue of the new 
Pools, 


The Manitoba plan is that this new lia- 


bility should be imposed upon the tax- 
payers of the province without their leave 
or license if two-thirds of the voting 
farmers or wheat-growers demand 
this. That may be satisfactory to the 
taxpayers of Manitoba.

money, and borrowing so much as tem- | 


porary loans, that the banks have aot 
enough left with which to meet the needs 
of their customers. 

Australia in past years has pursued a 
finance policy exactly the reverse of that 
of Canada, When times were good this 
Dominion, thanks chiefly to Hon. James | 
Robb, took the opportunity to set its pub- 
lic finances in order, That canny Scotch- 
Canadian budgetted for revenue, got it in 
astoundingly large amounts year after 
year, held down expenditure, and used the 
baiances to reduce the natiorial debt. 
When the slump came it found Canada in 
so fortunate a position that the present 
Government was able to place a large long 
term loan in New York at a better price 
than had ever been secured before. 

The Australian governments during 
the same years spent money as though 
the tide would be always running in their 
favor. And now, with a world depression 
and unemployment to deal with, they are 
told that they must stop spending so 
much or the banks will have to cut down 
the supply of money which keeps the 
wheels of industry turning and the ma- 
chinery of trade in motion. 

The moral is plain, so plain that it does 
not get the attention it should. When 
“times are good” are the times when gov- 
ernments should do their heaviest collect- 
ing, restrict their outlays, husband their 
resources, and pay their debts. Then when 
the lean, years come they will have credit 
to use in meeting the emergency and can 
us it freely without sapping the lifeblood 
out of business.

He 
did not remove the skeleton, but went to inform he 
Indian Crooked Legs, in order that he might see 
it and perhaps identify it as the remains of his lost 
son, From the circumstances surrounding the affair 
it is thought the skeleton is that of the lost boy who 
has been offered as a sacrifice to secure good luck 
in hunting by some Indinus, The Indians are in the 
habit of henging up and leaving pieces of cloth or 
trinkets as an offering to secure the favor of their 
gods,

TREATMENT FOR KIDNEY STONES 


A kidney operation is always a serious one and 
for this reason I usually try to handle cases of kid- 
ney and bladder calculi by dieting, and have seldom 
been forced to recommend surgical interference. I 
find that in most cases, under a str.ct fasting regi- 
men, the kidney stones can be dissolved sufficiently 
so that they will pass through the ureters into the 
bladder and finally out through the ufethra. When 
this dissolution takes place great pain will often be 
experienced as the particles are passing through the 
small openings, but the sufferer must be patient and 
stand the cramps and spasms from which there is 
seldom any escape until the pieces pass out. 

At the start of the fast the patient is usually ad- 
vised to drink large quantities of distilled water, us- 
ing as high as from three to four gallons a day, This 
makes the kidney excretion more abundant and dil- 
lutes it and at the same time relieves the inflamma- 
tion and irritation which are usually present. When 
using this large amount of water it is advisable to 
fast and not use any food except orange juice or 
Jemon juice. These acid fruits seem to be especial- 
ly beneficial in stimulnting the kidneys, and seem 
to have some specific effect in bringing about a dis- 
solving of the crystalized salts. 

During an attack of renal colie when the pains 
are very severe, they may often be relieved by having 
the patient take a very hot bath and drink quanti- 
ties of warm walter or unsweetened lemonade. I have 
found it frequently the case that the kidney stones 
will be dissolved into small particles so that there will 
not be so much pain as the particles are flushed out 
of the body with the large amount of water used by 
the patient in addition to the lemon juice. 

Patiends are olten misled into believ.ng that a 
kidney stone exists when the pain is really caused 
from the pressure of exces.ive intestinal gas. The 
hepatic flexure of the colon when in the normal po- 
sition comes very ciose to the right kidney, and if a 
gas pocket ex.sts at this section, it may cause dis- 
tress similar to that of kidney stones. However the 
pain is usually more acute and does not produce the 
colic and nausea which is present while a stone is ir- 
ritating the kidney. 

Gas on the left side may also produce a similar 
distress. However you would not make a mustake in 
using this fasting and dieing regimen if you suspect 
the presence of a kidney stone, as it would also tend 
to get rid of the accumulation of intestinal gas. 

Those who have a tendency to k.dney or bladder 
stones of the oxalate type should avoid using foods 
which contain oxalic acid until the tendency is over- 
come, The commonly used foods which contain suf- 
ficient oxalic acid to be avoided are covoa, tea, pep- 
per, sorrel, spinach and rhubarb, 

Even after the stones have been dissolved and the 
crystals no longer show in the ur-nalysis, it is wise to 
continue to drink plenty of distilled water for some 
time until the tendency is completely checked. ‘The 
patient should avoid an excessive amount of starchy 
food or sweets and should also take vigorous outdoor 
physical culture exercises in order to keep the meta- 
bolism and circulation speeded up until the tendency 
has been entirely overcome,

THE SENSE OF EFFORT 

In my studies I find myself so desir- 
ous of ra ye my subjects that I 
put conscious effort into them. 1 feel 
that much more could be gained by 
natural reading end getudying. Too 
much emphasis is placed on every par- 
agraph, with the result that the study 
becomes difficult and unnatural:

You cannot learn without trying; 
try too much and the sense of ef- 
fort interferes. Between the two 
lies the happy mean. So much ts 
plain, But effort, though psycho- 
logical, has th's In common with its 
mechanical analogy, that it applies 
both to the amount of push and to 
friction, If the road is smooth more 
energy makes you go faster, but if 
tlre road is rough the extra energy 
goes into overcoming friction. 

But there the analogy stops; for 
the energy of the thinking machine 
has complicated sources of supply, 
and equally complicated sources of 
interference. Hence studying or any 
mental work is an art, Some fail 
because they do not try; others be- 
cause they try too much, or rather 
exert effort unwisely, The desirable 
pattern we know; how to establish 
it is another matter, 

The feeding sources of effort en- 
ergy are interest, determination, a 
desire to please, to attain an end; 
these are all to the good. But they 
alone are not suffic.ent, There is 
a further favorable attitude toward 
work that comes with the sense of a 
pleasant effort that is getting you 
somewhere, not plowing through 
mud Under favorable working 
conditions we seem to be working 


easily, for we lose the sense of ef- 
fort while yet we are expending en 
ergy liberally. There is no ques- 
tion that we do our best work when 
we work “hard,” but not when 
there is too much sense of “hard- 
ness,” and in no direction more 
plainly than in so-catied studying. 


How to lose that overconscious at- 
titude toward the act of studying ts 
quite the same order of problem as 
though the friction which is called 
inhibition, were of the social nature 
which induces shyness, They are 
both fears of failure, an undesirable 
distribution of attention between the 
end and the means, Pay too much 
attention to the means and you de- 
feat the end, A lawyer paying too 
much attention to his diction loses 
in force of argument; a student 
paying too much attention to the 
process of studying is in the same 
plight. 

The solution generally comes as 
unexpectedly as the difficulty, One 
strikes the natural pace between the 
two extremes. “There is no royal 
road to learning” expresses the com- 
mon experience What to try for is

when generally the partisans of one 
were either imprisonod or beheaded 
by the following occupants of the 
throne. It was Henry VIII who first 
showed royal favour to Ascham, 
while he was an orator at Cam- 
bridge University by awarding him 
a pension of £10 per annum for a 
treatise on archery whch he pub- 
lished under the title of “Toxophil- 
us”. Three years af-er this initial 
favour, the scholar was brought 
more intimately into the surround- 
ings of the court by being appoin’ed 
tulor ‘n Latin and Greek to the 
Lady Elizabeth. Two years of teach- 
ing tha s5-lf-willed young lady must 
have taxed Ascham’s patience and 
tact to the breaking point, for he 


Behind Curtain

One of the stubborn factors in 
the economic situation is the hand- 


to-mouth buying that both retailers 
and consumers are doing, 

But this is not half as serious as 
the hand-to-mouth thinking that 
most of us are doing and, indeed, 
must do unless leadership helps us 
to do otherwise. 

I walk from one end of my lib- 
rary to the other and thumb the 
titles of the books and pamphlets 
and repor.s on the world economic 
situation that have been pouring in 
during the year and I find the 
shelves distressing'y bare of produc- 
tions that give anything approaching 
a comprehensive picture that wijl 
help the reader to peer behind the 
economic curtain and see all the 
forces and factors that combine to 
create the problem, 

I find this specialist and that 
nibbling at this phase and that, and 
I find a mad medley of panaceas 
that one can know in advance will 
not pan out because they take only 
a few of the factors into account, 

I know, of course, that no one 
man can be expert on all phases of 
the world’s economic dilemma, but 
even the experts need to see the 
picture entirely if they are not to be- 
come the peddlers of partial cures. 

Ernest Minor Patter.on has brave- 
ly tackled this job in his The 
World's Economic Dilemma, It is 
the kind of book scholars are un- 
fortunately, I think, reluctant to 
write. The age of specialism has 
made scholars unhealthily addicted 
to the small canvas. But times 
come when we need the panoramic 
oweep, And this is suca a time, 

Mr, Patterson vividly describes the 
many and powerful forces entering 
into the current econornie situation; 

“The desires to maintain present 
or higher standards of living; to 
secure food and raw materials and 
t safeguard markets; to prevent 
heavy overhead costs under modern 
large-sca'e production from precipit- 
ating bankruptcies; the, ruthless 
pressure of falling or of rising prices, 
first on debtors and then on cre- 
ditors; the necessity for everybody 
to make money uucer our kind of 
price economy; the iuperative need 
that markets be kept open if the in- 
du-tria] machine is not to crash; 
the intricate structure of the modern 
corporation and the persistence of 
great masces of security holders in 
demanding interest and dividends; 
the huge and growing international 
movements of capital; the way in 
which governments seem inevitably 
drawn in to safeguard and extend 
trade and to protect investments in 
other countries.” 

Two things we need desperately, 
They are: 

First, an informal and unofficial 
Business General Staff that will pro- 
ject a careful and comprehensive 
factual study of the whole round of 
forces and factors Mr, Patterson puls 
into his picture with broad strokes, 
and that will formulate, above the 
battle of party politics and an emo- 
tionalized nationalism, an economic 
platform for the people. 

Second, a political leadership that 
will ignore the obsolete slogans of 
the old politics and collaborate tn- 
telligently with such realists if they 
do their work with socia! insight and 
economic statesman: hip.

Editor Bulletin:— 

Bixteen months ago the price was 
approximately $1.70 per bushel, At 
that time the grain trade knew rea- 
sonably the grain on hand and the 
prospect of the coming crop, like- 
wise the acreage--then why w®re 
they paying one dollar and seventy 
cents per bushel then? Sure'y there 
must be some viry unusual ground 
for the drop of one dollar and four- 
teen cents per bushel in the price 
of wheat 

Why did the grain trade pay that 
amount 16 months ago? 

Why the great difference when 
they had reasonably the informa- 
ion as to the acreage and supply? 

Let use see if there is not an- 
other picture diff'ring materially 
from that being presented in the 
papers in regard to the great 
surplus and the ever-inerecsing 
acreage, This picwure I believe, can 
only be accurately drawn by the 
man who is actually “on the 
ground” so to speak
